vices is that the customer, should 
he win, gets a delayed payoff. 


He wanders down the bar or 


counter-and gets his recompense 
for lighting vj» the proper num- 
ber of lights. The operator of the 
machine then steps over "clears"' 
the machine of "free plays." It's 
then ready for another sucker. 
* * * 


We observed one of these ma- 


chines in operation the other day 
'bur'didn't catch the "payoff." 
There wasn't any. And that's sig- 
nificant because these machines, 
like the others, have that same 
similarity. They seldom pay off. 


The gadget I watched had addi- 


tional features. It was a bingo-type 
machine with six "cards" or light- 
ed panels. If you tired of playing 
just one bingo "card" you could 
put in six dimes and increase your- 
odds on the "free plays." 


Of course, if anyone Is naive 


enough to believe that a player 
put* In six dimes Just to see 
more lights flash, he believes in 
Santa Glaus.* • * 
Thera is more behind State's 


Attorney Bales' statement today. 
(See banner story.) He's been ob- 
serving the influx of these ma- 
chines for a number of days. 
There's reason for belief that some 
outside 
element 
is 
controlling 


them. Chicago operators, such as 
In the slot machine days, have 
moved in. 


The legislature, by legalizing 


"amusement" games 
of this 


type, have given'the racketeers 
their biggest jarkpot in years.

The only ^gimmick facing the 


state's attorney is to get evidence 
that will stand up in court. 


We'd suggest that you, the pub- 


lic, support the state's attorney 
and the sheriff in their endeavor 
to. control 
these rackets. This 


newspaper has waged a drive 
against gambling before. It was 
fortunate in that it gained public 
support for its endeavor. 


We're satisfied that the public, 


the Lee county public, wants no 
return to the slot-machine days. 
It wants no winking at the law 
in this regard. So be forewarned 
of this, the newest attempt to 
make gambling legal.

Mechanical hearts and heart- 


lung machines have been used suc- 
cessfully on a few humans. These 
machines are costly and compli- 
cated. 


The new Idea Is based on dis- 


covery t h a t dogs can be kept 
alive, without harm, for up to 30 
minutes with a pump circulating 
only 10 per cent of their blood. 


This presumably Is also true for 


humans. The artificial heart would 
have to pump only half a pint to 
a pint of blood a minute, instead 
of 4 to 12 pint* as the living heart 
does or present mechanical hearts 
do. 


Tell Procedure 


In dog experiments, the main 


veins bringing blood to the heart 
are clamped off, Dr. Cohen ex- 
plained. 
A special plastic tube 


thrust through these veins draws 
off about 10 per cent of roe blood 
collecting there. 


The little pump pulses this blood 


into one portion of one lung and 
collects the refreshed blood from 
a vein in the lung. Then the pump 
sends the fresh blood into the ar- 
tery system of the body.

Americans Willing to Pay 
Defense Taxes, Is Claim 


By JACK BELL 


WASHINGTON (Si — Sen. Henry 


Jackson (D-Wash) declared today 
the American people are^ worried 
about the state of national defense 
and stand ready to continue pay- 
ing high taxes to build it up. 


"M the Republicans -think they 


must cut taxes in order to please 
the people, they are mistaken." 
said Jackson, a former member 
cf the Senate-House Atomic Ener- 
gy Committee. 


His statement, in an interview, 


was in harmony with'an assertion 
by Rep. W. Sterling Cole (R-NY). 
now chairman of the committee, 
that he is "ready to surrender" 
the principle of a balanced budget. 


Need The Truth 


Col« was asked at an interview 


Sunday if the American people 
Mvould favor trying to balance the 
budget if they knew the truth about 
Russian atomic deevlopment. 


"No, indeed, they would not," he 


replied. 


Russia's atomic progress—partic- 


ularly the Soviet claim of mastery 
over 
the devastating hydrogen 


bomb—ran through the statements 
of Cola and Jackson, as well as 
other Washington officials, over the 
weekend. 


Mobilization Director Arthur S. 


Flemming, in the most positive of- 
ficial appraisal of the H-bomb situ- 
ation to date, said in a quarterly 
report to President Eisenhower: 


"Soviet Russia is capable of de 


livering 
suddenly and without 


warning the most destructive weap- 
on ever devised by man on chosen 
targets in the United States." 


He told a news conference Sun- 


day that he meant thermonuclear 
weapons—the hydrogen bomb. 


Advantage Vanishes 


Sen. SymingtonJD-Mo). onetime 


secretary of the'Air Force, said 
in a New York speech Sunday 
that America's atomic advantage 
is vanishing, adding: 


"The great bulk of our defense 


chips should be placed on our ca- 
pacity for instant and devastating 
atomic retaliation." 


Jackson sided with Symington, 


saying in an interview: 


"The Russians have the hydro 


gen bomb, just as we have, and 
'the'big issue now is deliverability 
of th« bomb. We have got to have 
a big Air Force to carry the 
bombs because there are more pri- 


mary atomic targets in Russia 
han there are in the United 
States." 


Like Symington, Jackson com 


plained that the Eisenhower ad 
ninistration appears to be think 
ng more of balancing the budget 
than of buildnig up defense forces 


•I think the people are willing 


to continue to pay high taxes to 
build up our defenses and are defi' 
nitely worried about the state o: 
those defenses," Jackson said.

Federal Sales Tax Is Out; New 


Fund Source Needed

President Eisenhower felt it necessary recently to allay 


the fears of his fellow Republicans that they might have to 
carry the millstone of a national sales tax with them when 
they go to the polls for re-election next year. 
There will be no retail sales tax, he says, although he 


did not close the door on the prospect of a general manu- 
facturers' tax—a levy which almost surely is passed on to 
consumers in the form of higher prices. It has one great 
political advantage; it is hidden from the ultimate buyers 
viewIn all likelihood, even if the administration had chosen 
to sponsor a general sales tax, it would never have made 
the grade in congress. To the average politician, it is the 
reddest red flag that can be waved at the voters. In an elec- 
tion year, he sees it as sheer disaster. 


Whatever happens now in the matter of excise levies 


or manufacturers' taxes, we ought to appreciate that a good 
many misconceptions surround the sales-tax idea. Normally 
it engenders more emotion than real thought. 
First of all, as planned by most present-day advocates, 


a sales tax would not necessarily fall most heavily on lower 
income groups, as opponents always glibly claim. Under the 
newest plans, food, clothing, medical supplies and some Qther 
essentials would be exempted. And these make up the bulk 
of purchases in the lower brackets. The experts believe such 
a tax actually would hit middle income groups most severely. 


Secondly, the federal government today gets just 36 per 


cent of its revenues from indirect taxes, mostly sales levies 
in one form or another. It obtains 84 per cent from incomes 
on persons and corporations. 


Yet, in Britain, which many of us like to think is strong 


ly shot through with socialism, incomes taxes account for 
only 56 per cent of government revenues. The indirect taxes 
—again, mostly on sales at some stage—bring in 44 per cent 
of British funds. 
v 


So, America, the proud home of capitalism, "soaks the 


rich" far more than does Britain. It is just possible 
in the view of some' economists, that we go much too far, and 
that a better balanced tax structure would produce a health- 
ier economy without "soaking ihe poor." 


But these are the rational arguments of the tax experts 


and the guardians of the national economy. They could not 
be expected to stand up before the emotional avalanche 
which would be shaken loose if a sales tax were seriously 
proposed. Understanding that, Mr. Eisenhower has yielded 
in the face of the approaching political peril. 


Now all he has to do is figure out some other way to get 


more money, if he wants to avoid severe defense cuts. It is 
not an enviable assignment.

right time. He opened the king of 
hearts, winning the trick, and then 
did a bit of thinking.

awing of the Communist Tudeh 
Party—with the death penalty if 
necessary. 


The tough anti-Red talk came 


from Chief Prosecutor Hossein Az- 
emodeh, 
whose 
forces 
Sunday 


made public a 20-page indictment 
that could bring the death by hang- 
ing of the Communists' former 
tacit ally, ex-Premier Mohammed 
Mossadegh. 


Formally Charged 


After weeks of questioning, Mos- 


sadegh was formally charged with 
trying to overthrow Iran's mon- 
archy and inciting the defiance of 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi 
which boomeranged to bring the 
premier's downfall. 


Mossadegh during most of his 


28 months in office allowed the 
Tudeh to flourish unchecked, de- 
spite the 1949 decree outlawing it. 
In return, the Reds swelled the 
street crowd'who were the chief 
support of the premier's oil na- 
tionalization program and his sub- 
sequent near-dictatorship. 


Azemodeh, however, %varned that 


anyone trying to revive the Tudeh 
or helping to set up Red cells 
would be tried by an army court 
and hanged. 


Gives Warning 


The prosecutor pointedly direct- 


ed his warning to "any person, 
military or civilian." Iran's corps 
of army officers reportedly has 
been fertile ground for Red re- 
cruiters. 


Iran's new premier. Gen. Fazol- 


lah Zahedi, cracked down hard on 
the Tudeh after he led a popular 
uprising Aug. 19 and overthrew 
the wealthy, 73-year-old 
Mossa- 


degh. The Zahedi government has 
jailed hundreds of Red leaders and 
confiscated huge quantities of Com- 
munist propaganda. 


No date has been announced yet 


for Mossadgeh's trial by court- 
martial. Death by hanging is the 
maximum penalty for conviction 
on the charges against him.
